Four ships stuck as

HAIFA. — One of tanker and 
three freighters were prevented 
from leaving Israel ports last night, 
as the ratings’ division of the Sea- 
men's Union began a strike over 
8. government decision to raise their 
income tax.

“Stage One” of the strike is only 
to keep ships from sailing from 
here.

‘doesn’t work, he said, there is still

At present 
the top IDF course ts the Command 
and Staff College, where the studies 
are of an operative or tactical 
nature, 

The sources also disclosed that 
the IDF has a framework for gather- 
ing information about the tac- 
tical ‘theories and means of combat 


current in enemy armies and in 
other foreign forces. This informa- 
tion is disseminated amongst the 
units concerned, to ensure that traiu- 
ing programmes will take new deve- 
lopments in enemy armies inte ac- 
count, 

The Training Command is cur- 
rently studying the preliminary re- 
sults of a computerized study of the 
‘effectiveness of training program~- 
mes. The study is aimed at discov- 
ering to what extent various aspects 
of courses are absorbed by the 
people requiring the knowledge. 

Another innovation in the Train- 
ing Command is a system whereby 
teams of inspectors visit the various 
training bases and observe the con- 
duct of programmes down to the 
most basic levels.

Tel Aviv University 
cuts 10% of staff

TEL AViv. — Tel Aviv University, 
in a series of economy moves, is 
cutting back on services and dis- 
missing some of its staff, University 
Rector Shlomo Simonsohn told the 
press yesterday. He said 367 univer- 
sity posts will be done away with, 
thus trimming ILi5m. from the 
University’s budget, 

The actual number of employees 
affected, however, will not be 367, 
85 there are many casea in which 
employees hoki part-time’ jobs. The 
number of posts being obviated in- 
cludes 271 in the academic staff and 
96 in the administrative staff. In all 
there are 3,700 position on campus. 


The reduction of the University’s 
establishment Is necessitated by. the 
University's serious economic plight, 
Prof. Simonsohn said. Government 
funds have been reduced, and the 
Universtty's budget of IL198m. is 
TLA8m. below actual operating costs. 

Prof. Slmonsohn acknowledged i 
that the cut-back would inevitably 
result in hardship far both students 
and staff. He estimated that at least 
one-third of the staff would not be 
too severely affected, as they have 
other ‘sources of income, A second 
group would simply have to change 
Its career goals — teaching in high 
schools and teachers’ seminaries in- 
stead of lecturing at.the University, 
he said, The core of the problem 15 
with those staff members who elther 
cannot or who do not wish to em- 
bark on new careers, This group is 
still a smal minority, but if budgets 
continue to be cut during the next 


academic year, the 
grow, he said. 

Two-thirds of Tel Aviv Universi- 
ty’s staff do not possess tenure, ac- 
cording to the Rector, and they can 
theoretically be dismissed. 

In other economy moves, Univer- 
sity employees will no longer be able 
to make outside telephone calls from 
most extensions. This is expected to 
save between IL500,000 and ILim. 
Heating and air-conditioning will be 
eut by one haif, and offices will be 
cleaned every other day, instead of 
on 8. daily basis.

“Defence Department strategists 
believe that a fitth war would re- 
sult in an overwhelming victory 
for Israel, but they fear that this 
would lead to an Arab oil embargo 
that would wreck the economies of 
Western Europe. Officially, the 
Pentagon is saying: “We have no 
plans to go marching into the Mid- 
die or Near East." But the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are preparing a pos- 
sible military alternative to dip- 
lomacy.

“Senior Pentagon officials are 
losing faith in the quiet diplomacy 
conducted by Dr. Kissinger. Since 
the Rabat Conference and the emer- 
gence of the PLO as a negotiat- 
ing power, they no longer believe 
that Dr. Kissinger’s mediation can 
succeed. This pessimism is reflect- 
ed to a lesser extent in the State 
Department and the Central Intellf- 
gence Agency.

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Egyptians debate project’s value 


Aswan Dam controls Nile flood, 
but weeds clog Cairo’s water 


CAIRO (AP). — After years of gi- 
lence, Egypt's political leaders have 
begun to ask tough questions about 
the Aswan High Dam, which the 
Soviet Union helped build after the 
U.S. refused President Gamal Abdel 
Nesser’s aid request. Washington 
maintained that Egypt's resources 
were unequal to the project. 

. “Have we benefited fully from 
the dam? I say no,” People's As- 
sembly Speaker Sayed Marei said 


* recently, “Have we benefited fully 


from the land reclaimed as we 
should have? I say no. Have we 
benefited from the electricity it fur- 
nished as we should have? I say 
partly but not fully." 

Marei's comments, published in the 
weekly newspaper “Akhbar Al-Yom,” 
follow recognition first by scientists 
and then by government officials 
that the high dam is a mixed bles- 


sing. 

Electric power company officials 
now acknowledge that the high dam's 
hydroelectric output falls far short 
of its goal, and that even when all 12 
turbines are in use, the dam will 
mever produce 10 billion kilowatt 


; hours of power a year, as Egypt has 


long said it would. 

Despite an ambitious start on land 
reclamation projects designed to use 
the waters stored beyond the dam, 
many projects are now being written 
off as failures, and some experts even 
say Egypt hag suffered a vet loss 
in arable Jand over the last 10 years 
instead of a 15 per cent gain, 

Attach to this a lst of social, en- 
vironmental and geographic changes, 
expected and imexpected, and what is 
left is a massive ledger of gains and 
losses that so far no one has been 
able to add up. Ἢ 

“We have reached a kind of cli- 
max,” said Dr. Mohammed Kassas, 
one of Egypt's leading ecologists and 
river experts, “When a country like 
Egypt fmally faces the problems 
created by the high dam, then we 
have made progress.” 

Scientists like Kassas in Egypt, 
and dozens more outside, have been 
reeording and analyzing the numer- 
ous and often costly side effects of 
the dam for years. 

Many of the dam's effects are 
‘nown for one thing. It ended Egypt's 
Mediterranean fishing industry. It 
Spawned an increase in the debilitat- 
ing, snail-carried disease, bilharzia. 
But Kassas and other scientists re- 
fuse to call the high dam a “dis- 
aster” or even a “bad idea.” 

Political recognition at Marei's 
level — he is a close friend and re- 
lative of President Anwar Sadat as 
well as an agriculturalist — 
could mean that the door to Egypt's 
first complete evaluation of the dam 
is finally opening. 

“It’s only a qualitative recognition 
οἷν the Problems, but at least | its a

high dam was not acceptable, 


Built with Soviet help starting 15 
years ago, after the U.S. abruptly 
backed out, it symbolized Egypt's 
independence of the West, its ability 
to tackle massive technical projects, 
and its final victory in ἃ 5,000-year 
battle to control the Nile. : 

But what was the cost? 

Scientiats said the dam would rob 
Bgypt of the 50-million-ton supply 
of rich fertile silt dropper annually 
by the Nile flood. It has. They said 
the Mediterranean coastline — once 
delicately balanced between silt 
bulwarks and the corrosive waves of 
the sea — would erode unabated and 
even engulf some villages. It has. 

They also warned there would be 
@ Significant increase in diseases 
that flourish in stagnant waters. 
Blocked at its two mouths 
Damietta and Rosetta — the Nile no 
longer “flushes clean” with the flood, 
nor does it even flow into the sea at 
all. 

“Tf the leaders of the government 
weren't taking the dam’s environ- 
mental impact seriously before, then 
the problems with Cairo’s water 


‘must have changed their minds,” 


said Dr. Moustaphs. Hafez, head of a 
proposed U.S.-Egypt, five-year study 
of the dam's environmental effects. 

An increase in algae and algae- 
carried bacteria, coupled with 
huge new weed growths which 
clogged intake valves this fall, turn- 
ed Cairo's drinking water to a foul- 
tasting and foul-smelling green liquid 
making a political problem al] its 
own. 

According to water pollution 
specialists and Egypt's prosecutor, 
who investigated the crisis, water 
officials failed to respond to the 
changed character of the Nile and 
to the “new intruders” it carried. 

Response to the changes brought 
by the dam 8] to be at the 
centre of Egypt’s new attitude. 
“Most of the Dam’s harmful side 
effects can be treated and solved,” 
said Hafez, Like many other officials 
he is convinced the dam plusses far 
outnumber its minuses. 

No less than 10 government agen- 
cies are now at work on studies on 
the dam’s impact. 

The U.S.-Egyptian study, to be 
funded by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the Ford Foun- 


dation, is the brainchild of an 
Egyptian-American scientist at the 
University of Michigan, Dr. Khalil 
Mancy. It aims at providing, among 
other things, a computerized data 
bank to help officials spot problems 
and head them off before it's too 
late, 

Of the high dam's three primary 
goals —- hydroelectric power, rec- 
lamation of 1.3 million acres of 
land, and ending the devastating 
Nile floods —- only the last is 8 
clear success. 

The flood of 1972-73 was one of 
the lowest in this century. “Egypt. 
would have dried up,” said one eX- 
pert. But because the dam could 
provide Egypt with all the water 
it needed, two of the nation's ma- 
jor export crops, rice and cotton, 
were saved. 

The hydroelectric output of the 
high dam in 1973 waa only 3.8 bil- 
lion kYlowatt hours. Half of its ont- 
put was immediately consumed by 
a giant fertilizer plant. 

“The 10 billion kilowatt hour & 
year figure was first mentioned by 
Nasser in a speech It took every- 
one by surprise, but since then it 
has been repeated as if it were 
ἃ fact. It isn't,” sald Kamal Nablh, 
director of operations for the na- 
tional electric company. 

Despite the shortfall, the dam ts 
directly responsible for quadrupling 
Egypt's per capita power use and 
for electrifying scores of rural vil- 
lages. 

But its future as power supplier 
for new Egyptisn industry is un- 
clear. Under government rujes, 20 
‘more water can pass over the dam 
than can be used in irrigation; thet 
means that the demand for water 
~~ and thus the hydroelectric pro- 
duction — in winter is just a third 
of what it is in July and August, 
when many more acres are irriga- 
ted. 

Electricity officials are beginning 
to replace some of the Soviet eaulp- 
Ment in the $1,000m. system wi! 
More sophisticated Evropean foods, 
symbolic of Egypt's new indepen- 
dence of the Soviets. But they are 
also predicting a severe power 
shortage by 1981 and want to col- 
lect Soviet and American promlse¢ 
to provide nuclear generators.

The oil-producing countries are planning a strategy that goes beyond 
prices and could determine the basic character of the world economy, 
writes Joseph Kraft, who has been in Vienna to report on the latest 
meeting of ministers of oil-exporting countries.
